Area Caverns 
Contain History 


scuffles and _ battles 
aren’t considered very civilized 
nowadays, but they were com- 
monplace around the time Cali- 
fornia was first settled. 

If you’re motoring around 
California this summer, you're 
likely to come across several 
memorable spots where battles 
took place. One of these spots 
is in the northeastern corner of 
California in Modoc County, says 
the National Automobile Club,

Here, in this area, the Battle 
of the Infernal Caverns 
place.
